TO AVOID WAR WITH U. S 


Avows That He is Seeking 


In Every Way to Uphold 
the President, and Gives 
Some Side Lights Upon 
the Reasons for His Res- 
ignation—May Be Still 
Another. 


Washington, 
June 
12.—William 


Jennings Bryan last night issued an 
appeal addressed 
to "the German- 


Americans," urging them to aid in 
maintaining peace between the Unit- 
ed States and the fatherland by ex- 
erting their influence with the Ger- 
man government to persuade it not 
to take any steps that would lead in 
the direction of war. 


With this statement, Mr. Bryan ex- 


pects to end for the present his ef- 
forts to lay before the public the sit- 
uation which caused him to resign 
the portfolio of secretary of state. 


Mr. Bryan's statement follows: 
"June 11, 1915. 


"To the German-Americans: 


"Permit me to address a word to 


you as one American citizen speak- 
ing to fellow citizens in whose pa- 
triotism he has entire confidence. It. 
is natural that, in a contest between 
your fatherland and other European 
nations, your sympathies should be 
with the country of your birth. 
It 


is no cause for censure that this is 
true; it would be a reflection upon 
you if it were not true. 
Do not the 


sons of 
Great 
Britain sympathize 


with their mother country? Do not 
the sons of France sympathize with 
theirs? 
Is not the same true of Rus- 


sia and of Italy? Why should it not 
be true of those who are born in Ger- 
many or Austria? The trouble is that 
the extremists on both sides have 
mistaken a natural attachment felt 
for birthplace for disloyalty to this 
country. 


"The president has been unjustly 


criticised by the partisans 
of 
both 


sides—the very best evidence of his 
neutrality. 
If he had so conducted 


the government as wholly to please 
either side it would excite not only 
astonishment 
but 
misgivings, for 


partisans cannot give 
an unbiased 


judgment; they will of necessity look 
at the question from their own point 
of view, giving praise or blame, ac- 
cording as the act, regardless of its 
real character, helps or 
hurts 
the 


side with which they have aligned 
themselves. 


"The fact that the administration 


has received more criticism from 
German-Americans than from those 
in sympathy with the allies is due to 
the fact that, while both sides are 
at liberty, under international law, to 
purchase ammunition in the United 
States, the allies, because of 
their 


control of the seas, have the advant- 
age of being able to export it. It is 
unfortunate that partisan supporters

but his greatest miscalculation 


was in regard to Mr. Wilson and the 
United States.

action of the committees yesterday 
in refusing to call a referendum on 
any other legislation. 
A few -were 


frank in expressing 
the 
opinion, 


however, that they feared if

might not have carried successfully 
owing to the light vote expected this 
fall. The avowed reason for the com- 
mittee's action, was that the initia-

referendum 
machinery 


should not be used for partisan pur- 


poses, but only for special causes in 
great legislative emergencies.

Of International Law, Says 


Former U. S. Senator Gray 


Toward Trieste, and It Will 


Be Necessary to Rein- 
force the Teuton Allies' 
Lines, if It is Hoped to 
Stop the Onward Bush—• 
Galician Campaign a Kus< 
sian Success.

George V. Gray of Wilmington, Del., 
former United States senator and a 
member of the international perma- 
nent court of arbitration under The 
Hague 
conference, 
addressing 
the 


New Jersey bar association in con- 
vention here today, asserted that the 
time had come, "as never before in 
our eventful history," for America to 
assert the vital character and bind- 
ing force of the obligations which 
international law has placed upon 
belligerent nations. 


The destruction of unarmed mer- 


chant ships without regard to the 
lives or safety of non combatant'pas- 
sengers and crew, was characterized 
by Judge Gray as "so revolting to the 
commonest instincts of humanity," as 
to be "presumably unthinkable in the 
minds of those who framed this con- 
vention," (at The Hague). 


Of President 
Wilson's notes 
to 


Germany, Judge Gray had this to 
say: 


"It was with a 'decent respect to 


the opinion of mankind' that our 
president has, with dignity, clearness 
and force, declared the obligations of 


this law, in his recent message to one 
of the warring powers and has de- 
nounced the destruction of an un- 
armed merchant vessel which involv- 
ed the sacrifice of the lives of more 
than a thousand innocent men, wom- 
en and children, including more than 
a hundred peaceable citizens of our 
own country. We all know how the 
wording of his message has stirred 
the hearts of his countrymen and 
aroused in his support the patriotic 
spirit of the whole nation for which 
he was spokesman. 


"There was the strength of mod- 


eration in its tone that benefited the 
character of a great law abiding and 
justice loving people. 
Upon that im- 


pregnable rock of law and humanity 
the president has taken his stand. 
In this, we have given and will con- 
tinue to give him our confidence and 
support." 


The work accomplished by the sec- 


ond Hague conference was reviewed 
in detail. In this connection, Judge 
Gray said: 


"Without expressly so stating this 


convention recognizes the right of 
capture of enemy merchant ships,

War Supplies, Which Is Now Lifted 


Washington, June 12.—The sud- 


den collapse of the apparently over- 
whelmingly

nto Hungary and the severe revers- 
es which they Buffered 
since 
the 


turn of the tide at Przemysl were di- 
rectly attributed to the recent crisis 
n the relations between China and 
Japan, 
according 
to 
information 


which has readied diplomatic circles 
liere. 


According to those accounts at the 


jeginning of the war, Russia turned 
to Japan for a supply of war materi- 
al. Japan was in position to sell any 
quantity of ammunition and 
small 


arms, and even cannon after the suo 
essful siege of Kiachow, when there 
was no longer need for maintaining 
he large army mobilized for 
that 


mrpose. So all the Japanese reserve 


ammunition which could safely be 
spared was loaded onto freight and 
express cars 
and 
even 
passenger 


coaches on the Siberian railroad and 
dispatched overland to Russia. 
In 


addition, the Japanese arms factories 
and metal works received and began 
to execute rapidly great 
contracts 


for the supply of all sorts of mili- 
tary equipment to Russia, varying 
from field guns to uniforms and sad- 
dles. 


When the 
negotiations 
between 


China and Japan regarding Manchur- 
ia and Mongolia and Kiaochow sud- 
denly assumed a critical phase, it 
is said that the Japanese government 
regarded it as prudent to retain in 
Japan these military supplies as a 
precautionary measure in case the 
Chinese shouhi actually go to war 
and aJso because of the possibility 
that some of the powerful nations 


which guaranteed Chinese integrity, 
even Russia being kept 
in 
mind, 


might endeavor to intervene. 


The effect of the conservation of 


Japanese resources was almost 
in- 


stantly manifested at the far distant 
Russian front, for it developed that 
the Russians had exhausted all their 
own reserve stocks of ammunition, 
and with their limited manufactur- 
ing facilities, were dependent upon 
Japan for the greater part 
of 
the 


powder, shot and shell needed by the 
army. 
In that emergency 
appeals 


were made to Japan to loosen the 
embargo and pressure was brought to 
bear on that country through her 
allies, so that it is understood that 
now the current 
of 
supplies 
has 


again been established, Japan hav- 
ing become satisfied that there was 
no longer imminent danger of trou- 
ble with China.

British press has warned the public 
that it is too early to assert positive- 
ly that the Austro-German armies in 
Galicia have been definitely checked 
and that General von Linsingen's de- 
feat on the Dniester has eased the

.less believed by many military com« 
mentators in London that there has 
been a sharp turn in the situation in. 
Galicia which will prevent Germany 
transferring any considerable 
force 


of troops either to the West or to the 
Italian frontier. 


Some German forces, it is even de- 


clared: already have been detached 
from the Galician armies and hur- 
,ried to the Isonzo front, but it is felt 
that even more men will be needed 
there if Italy keeps pressing on to- 
ward Trieste. 


The latest official announcements 


from Petrograd assert that the 'Rus- 
sians have assumed 
the 
offensive 


along the Dubysa river and in the 
Baltic provinces and they 
concede 


the loss of ground nowhere except 
along the River Purth, in Bukowina. 


Viewing the recent 
fighting 
in 


.Galicia in perspective, it may be di- 
vided roughly into three great bat- 
tles. The chief of these was fought 
40 miles to the southwest 
of Lem- 


berg, where the forces under General 
von Linsingen had not only 
cross- 


ed the Dniester but had progressed 
•twelve miles beyond, getting astride 
of the 
Lemberg 
railroad. 
These 


were the forces which the Russians 
apparently have forced back 
with, 


heavy loss, thus placing the river in 
Russian hands throughout. The sec- 
ond great battle, or series of battles, 
took place in the territory between 
Ugartsberg 
and 
Zydachow, 
and 


along this line the Russians claim 
to have repulsed the Germans with' 
severe punishment. 


North of both of these areas and 


to the east of Przemysl, 
was 
the 


scene of the third battle. Here Gen- 
eral von Mackensen: at the head of 
the main Austro-German forces, was 
trying to penetrate due east of Lem- 
berg through Mosclska. By Wednes- 
day, 
according to the Russian conten- 


tion, the German check in this local- 
ity was complete. 
* 


Serbia, it appears, Is

of warfare, new rules 
should 
br: 


adopted — separating 
passengers 


from objectionable cargo. 
If the use 


of the submarine justifies such 
a 


change in the law of blockade as will 
permit the cordon to be withdrawn 
far enough in from the 
shore 
to 


avoid the danger of a submarine at- 
tack, may it not bo found possible 
fo secure an intornational agreement 
by which apssengers will be excluded 
from ships carrying contraband, or 
nt least from those carrying ammuni- 
tion. 


"It would require but 
a 
slight 


change in the shipping laws to make 
J;hiH separation and belligerent 
na- 


tions might be restrained from un- 
necessarily increasing tho contraband 
list if they worr- compelled to carry 
contraband on transports as (hoy now 
carry troops.

plane and the Xeppelins are. advanc- 
ed in favor of them by those 
who 


conduct the war. 
The more fatal p. 


weapon is the more it is in demand, 
and it is not an unusual thing to see 
a new instrument of destruction de- 
nounced as inhuman by those against, 
whom it is employed, only to be em- 
ployed 'later by those who only a lit- 
tle while before denounced it. 


"The above suggestions are repect' 


fully submitted to those of German 
birth or descent and they are sub- 
mitted in the same spirit to natural- 
ized citizens from 'other 
countries. 


To the naturalized citizen this is the 
land of adoption, but in one 
sense 


may be nearer to him than it is to 
us who are native born, for those 
who come here arc citiezns of volun- 
tary choice, While we are here by ac- 
cident of birth.

cates a probable yield of 950,000,000 
bushels. 


The striking thing about the offi- 


cial figures is that they are going 
up. 
The conditions improved 
in 


April and again in May. The win- 
ter wheat is ao near harvest that it 
is almost safe, and the spring wheat 
prospect is excellent. 
The winter 


wheat area is the. largest in our his- 
tory, and tho amount winter-killed 
was less than usual. 
But the con- 


dition of the growing plant is not 
quite up to the remarkable level of 


last year, and the promise of winter 
wheat on June 
1 
was 
8,000,000 


bushels less than last year's hanest. 
But last year the spring wheat 
was 


exceptionally light, and it 
is 
now 


promising t>7,000.000 bushels 
more 


than the harvest of 1914. 
The ag- 


gregate figures, then, promise 59.- 
000,000 bushels more than last year, 
which 
was 
128,000,000 
bushels 


greater than any wheat crop we had 
ever harvested. 


A great wheat crop is always im- 


portant, even if the prices are low 
It is unprecedentedly important now 
that much of Europe is unable 
to 


raise wheat and last year's Russian 
crop was not exported, and it is yet 
uncertain whether this 
year's crop 


w i l l be. 
If the weather should 
be 


poor the yield would be 
less 
than 


the present estimates, but a contin- 
uance of excellent growing 
condi- 


tions would carry the spring wheat 
up to a point at which the aggregate 
wheat harvest might exceed 1.000,- 
000.000 bushels. 
And the condition 


of the rest of the world assures us 
ot good prices for it.

Dr. Dernberg will cross the ocean 


under an assurance of safe conduc 
given ,to the state' department at 
Washington by the British, French 
and Russian embassies. 
No official 


announcement had been made as to 
whether he would remain in Scan- 
dinavian countries for a time or go 
direct to Berlin. 


After Count von Bernstorff, the 


German ambassador, announced thai 
he (would discontinue interviews, Ur 
Dernberg was regarded as the lead- 
ing exponent of German views in this 
country. 
One of his most notable 


utterances was a letter read at a 
mass meeting fa Portland, Maine, in 
which he disclaimed for his country 
any ambition for world dominion 
but insisted upon an open sea and a 
policy of 
free 
intercourse. 
His 


speeches and interviews reached a 
climax when he attempted to justify 
the sinking of the Lusitania although 
expressing 
regret 
for the loss of 


American lives. 
Thehe were intima- 


tions through the German embassy 
that he might be invited to leave the 
United States but about a month ago 
the German embassy 
declared 
he 


would depart on his own initiative. 


For America and his 
treatment 


here, Dr. Dernburg expressed kindly 
sentiments. 


"My feelings for this country are 


absolutely unchanged," he said. "I 
have been treated with indiscriminate 
nicety, 
except 
on 
one 
occasion, 


which I do not care to discuss." 


"What occasion is that, Dr. Dern- 


burg?" a reporter asked. 


"The Lusitania matter," he 
re- 


plied. 


Dr. Dernburg and 'his wife reach- 


ed the pier in Brooklyn an hour be- 
fore the vessel was due to sail. Al- 
though pressed for an inter\ iew be- 
tore leaving his hotel, Dr. Feruburg 
did not vary, on this the last day of 
his stay here, the rule ot' 
silence 


which he has observed for a month. 
As he stepped out of the building a 
group of newspapermen asked him to 
make a statement, but 'he declined. 


"I've said everything I've got to 


say," he told them. 


On his way across the ocean Dr. 


Dernburg will ocupy what is known 
as "the king's suite," the linest on 
the steamer, a suite of rooms which 
every Norwegian vessel is required to 
maintain for the possible use of the 
king of Norway.

1'2.—The Gazette 


has issued the text of the order in 
council creating and 
defining the 


powers of the 
"central 
control of 


liquor traffic board," to consist of a 
chairman and such other persons as 
the minister of munitions may ap- 
point to control the sale and the 
supply of intoxR-afiug liquors within 
prescribed areas. 


The board is given wide powers to 


regulate the hours of sale and even 
to prohibit entirely the sale of liquor 
and otherwise to accomplish its end. 


The same issue of the Gazette con- 


tains an order modifying the factory 
workshop act. 
This exempts any 


workshop or factory from restrictions 
if it is necessary to secure the carry- 
ing on of work required in tho public 
interest. 


Tho liquor board also is empower- 


ed to prevent the practice of treating 
where it sees lit. 
1'ersons guilty of 


violating orders to this effect may be 
prosecuted under the defense of the 
realm act and w i l l be liable to im- 
prisonment for six months or a fine 
of $500. 


A novel provision is that the board 


may take 
over 
saloons 
in 
areas 


wherein munitions of war are manu- 
factured, or without licenses dis- 
pense liquor under its supervision in 
factories

To Be Raised By 
S. S. Delegates 


Delegates in attendance upon the 


State Sunday-school Convention, at 
Xanesville, June 'I'l, 1'3 and 24. w ill be 
asked to authorize formally the rais- 
ing of a fund of $100,000 b.v solicita- 
tion throughout the state.

this purpose for the State \ssociation, 
emphasized the fact that this, money 
is not for the payment of a debt. For- 
mer State Secretar.v C. W. Shmn. - 
rctning, lett the association 
out of 


debt for the first time in more than 
twenty years, ilis successor, Dr. J D. 
Darling, has 
successfully continued 


the operation of the association along 
the same lines. 


Leaders in the Snndav-s-chool work,

adequate to cover. There is, no inten- 
tion of abandoning the present plan 
ot financing current obligations.

revenues from the endowment fund,
